peatedly that any 
complications 


were most likely to de\relope dur- 
ing'the first two weeks after th« 
heart attack Eisenhower suffered 
a week ago last Saturday. 


The change in the 64-year-old 


president's condition Sunday night 
came on the ninth day of the cru- 
cial first t\vo weeks.

James C. Hagerty said this morn- 
ing at a news conference: 


"The doctors tell me tiredness it

bodies and bloated a b d o m e n s . 
When the lungs are affected, chil- 
dren are barrel-chested and sub- 
ject to frequent respiratory ail- 
ments. 


The ailment also is a common 


cause of heat' prostration in chil- 
dren due to disturbance of the 
sweat glands. Death usually occurs 
by age 12. 


May Be More Common 


Dr. Bessman told a reporter that 


the disease has been estimated to 
occur in from 1 in 500 to 1 in 1.000 
births, but that it may be up to 
five times more prevalent than is 
commonly believed. 


And he declared it is frequently 


misdiagnosed as bronchial asthma 
or chronic diarrhea. 


Up to now, he said, diagnosis 


has1 involved such things as in- 
serting tubes into the digestive 
passages, or making 
"complex" 


tests of sweat—and all such pro- 
cedures are time-consuming and 
require special equipment. 


The new "saliva salt test," he 


said, takes only a few minutes and 
can be done in any laboratory. 


The doctor said dietary and drug 


treatments, developed in recent 
years have prolonged-lives in these 
cases. He added that the new'diag- 
nostic test—by allowing quick rec- 
ognition and perhaps greatly in- 
creasing the number of cases 
brought to study—might enhance 
the value of present treatments 
and even lead to a specific cure.

Burlap feed bags have no print- 


ing on them and each bag fur- 
nishes you with about one yard of 
material. 


All you need to do is wash the 


burlap ,sacks and then dye them 
the smart decorator colors you 
wish to make them. 


Just one note of caution — before 


washing and dyeing burlap: Stitch 
the raw edges to prevent raveling. 


Don't Dry-Clean at Home 


Dry-cleaning clothes at home is 


so risky that you can't afford to 
do it. Figure the value of your 
home and its contents, before you 
try to save a few dollars by doing 
your fall cleaning at home. O. L. 
Hogsett University of Illinois safe- 
ty specialist, has requested that all 
homemakers be cautioned against 
dry-cleaning at home- 


Dry-cleaning solvents, including 


gasoline and many commercial 
fluids, volatilize very ulckly and 
combine with air to form a highly 
explosive mixture. A small spark, 
such as in the motor of an electri- 
cal appliance, a pilot light on a 
range or & small spark from fric- 


tion caused by nibbing will ignite 
this mixture. 


Two cups of gasoline have more 


explosive power than two sticks 
of dynamite. 


The best way to avoid this dan- 


ger is to let professional dry clean- 
ers do the job. But if you must use 
cleaning .fluid to remove'spots, use 
a nin-inflammable " type outside 
where there is plent$ of ventilation 
and nothing to ignite the vapors.

Bachelors have complained of 
the fabulous sums demanded, as 
dowry. An average figure reached 


recently is equivalent to ?3,000. 


This desire of the- refugee teen- 


agers to support themselves is rev- 
olutionary in this part of the world. 
In the rest of the Arab countries 
the sons often remain dependent 
on their parents until they are well 
in their 20s. The girls after their 
schooling remain home until they 
are married.

But apparently the last thing this 


generation 
of educated refugee 


girls want to do is to marry a fel- 
low refugee and live'in poverty. 


Almost all the refugee girls of 


age attend schools financed by the 
United Nations. Passing .in' exam- 
inations is in' many cases 100 per 
cent.

As soon as the girls receive their 


diplomas they apply for jobs in Ku- 
wait, Iraq, Libya or Saudi Arabia. 


Demand for educated people and 


the heart which discourages people 
from working in these underdevel- 
oped but oil-rich countries keep 
wages high. Salaries are often ten- 
fold those for similar jobs in Cairo, 
Alexandria or Beirut. 


Many girls plan to work two or 


three' years in these desert coun- 
tries and save enough money. for 


a college education. Some plan to 
go to the United States. Most of 
these girls send money to their 
parents back home — a novelty in 
the Middle East.

of persons around the world who don't own a share of stock. 
Why?Because they feel in their "bones that broad trends of 
stock prices may foretell what will happen to their business, 
their job, their savings, their prospects. 


Others say: "So what? I don't own any stock." They 


may dismiss the daily ups and downs of stock prices as the 
mere carrying on of speculators—the pros who constantly 
are in and out of the market looking for a fast buck. The 
detractors hold that the old tradition of the market's impor- 
tance as a barometer or as a direct influence on business is 
outdated.

But the way the market rates the shares of one corpora- 


tion, or of most corporations, still can be of real importance 
to many people.

Workers get nervous if the price of their company s 


stock continues to sink. So does the board of directors. 


Price weakness could mean—although not necessarily— 


that stock traders believe either that management is lax, or 
that the company's products are slipping in public favor, or

The Doctor Says 


There Are Several Kinds 
And Many Causes of Anemia 


"It a person has a low 


count," wiles Mrs. I. Z-, 
remain low always?" 


This question raises the problem 


of anemia, since, anemia is a gen- 
eral term which is applied to those 
conditions in which Uie number of 
red cells is below normal or in 
which there is an 
insufficient 


amount of coloring matter in those 
cells. Tins coloring 
matter is 


icnown as hemoglobin. 


It is not, however, possible to 


answer the question specifically, 
since one would need to know how 
low Uie blood count was, and sev- 
eral other tilings a b o u t the 
anemia. FuiUiermoie. there are 
several kinds of anemia with many 
possible causes and with varying 
treatment. 


PROBABLY THE most common 


form is that which is known as 
secondary anemia in which blood 
has been lost from the body and 
incompletely replaced. 


An easily understood variety of 


secondary anemia occurs when 
there has been a sudden and ex- 
tensive bleeding. 


Ordinarily, after such an event 


—a. nose bleed, for example—the 
blood is replaced rapidly. But if 
attacks of bleeding are repeated at 
frequent intervals a severe anemia 
may result. 


if is most important to identify 


and stop the hemorrhage. In many 
cases it turns out to be quite a 
problem to find where the loss of 
blood is coming fiom because it 
may be gradual and in small 
amounts rather than sudden and 
profuse. 


BUT AXEMIA CAX come from 


many things besides loss of blood. 
Some get anemic just because they 
do not get enough iron in their 
food. There is also a form of 
anemia known as primary or per- 
nicious anemia, the cause of which 
is not known. 


This was formerly a highly 


fatal disease, but thanks to work 
on dogs and observations on hu- 
man beings this is no longer true. 


Liver has saved many lives of 


those with pernicious anemia; now 
crystallized vitamin B-12 appears 
to be saving many more. 


IN" SECOMJARY anemia 
the 


problem is to identify the cause 
and correct it. 


Often, however, iron prepara- 


tions prove of great help and in 
severe cases blood 
transfusions 


can prove life saving.

martyrs themselves, but it does 
not follow that they are free to 
make martyrs of their children." 


O'Connell took the action Satur- 


day in the case of Willard and 
Dfirleen Stems of Roselle, 111., par- 
ents of David Siems. David was 
born Thursday in suburban -Oak 
Park Hospital with a condition 
causing rapid deterioration of the 
blood. 


Phj'sicians testified the boy might 


die or develop cerebral palsy if 
treatment wort denied. 


Siems, who with his wife is a 


member of the Jehovah's Witness- 
es, was brought into court by 
health officials and the Cook Coun- 
ty state's attorney's office. Both 
parents were charged with contrib- 
uting to the dependency of a minor. 


Quoting Genesis, Chapters, Verse 


1 of his Bible Siems said: "But 
flesh with the life thereof which is 
the blood thereof ye shall not eat." 
He said he believes partaking of 
blood even by transfusion is a vio- 
lation of God's law. ' 


O'Connell appointed a court offi- 


cer as temporary guardian for the 
child to sign the consent papers 
necessary for the transfusion. 


A few hours later the boy was 


given the transfusion and was re- 
ported in very good condition Sun- 
day. 


The case against the parents was 


continued until Dec. 1.

Brooks Could Become First Team Ever 
To Win After Losing First Two Games 


NEW YORK C3P)—The Brooklyn Dodgers' long-sought 


goal—their first world championship — appeared 
within 


sight today. 


They were leading the New York 


Yankees three games to two as 
action shifted back to the wide- 
open spaces of Yankee Stadium.

Their three successive victories 
came in the compact and friendly 
confines of Ebbets Field. 


After winning 5-3 Sunday, the

on down believed they could win 
at least one in the stadium. If 
not today.'then tomorrow for sure. 


Yankee Manager Casey Stengel 


growled: "I'm not predicting any- 
thing except that it will go seven." 


His starting pitchers, he said, 


would be Whitey Ford today and 
Tommy Byrne Tuesday. 


Newcombe Ailing 


"Either Don -Newcombe-or Karl 


Spooner will be my pitcher.'' Al- 
•ton said. "I can't make up my

mind. But if there is ,a sex-enth 
game. Johnny Podres will pitch 
Tuesday." 


Newcombe himself may make 


up Alston's mind for him. The 
Dodgers' 20-gam* winner, who lost 
the first game, complained that 
the stiffness in his arm hadn't left 
him.

before, back in 1952, Brooklyn led 
after five games only to drop the 
next two games and the series to 
the Yankees. But as Alston said 
when reminded of the '52 debacle: 
"This is a different year and a 
different Dodger team." He could 
also have added "and a different 
Yankee team/' 


Injuries to outfielders Mickey 


Jlantle and Hank Bauer have 
stripped the Yankees of much of 
their attack and the Yankee bull- 
pen has been of less service than 
anybody anticipated. 
Right now 


the Dodgers' staff looks stronger 
than Stengel's. The Brooks not 
only have the pitching but they've 
proven they have the power and 
the sure-handed defense that goes 
with making a championship club. 


Could Set Precedent 


Kever before had a Brooklyn 


team won three in a row over the 
American leaguers. Jfever before, 
in seven chances over 40 years. 
have the Dodgers won a world 
championship. '.Never has a team 
lost the first two games and come 
back to take the title, inside seven 
pames. The first has been done. 
One more victory would accom- 
plish the other two. 


Sunday's victory was by far the 


sweetest for Alston. He gambled 
and won with a surprise starter In 


er Craig, a 24-year-old right- 


hander who only a year ago was 
pitching in the Class B Piedmont 
league. The bony 6-4 right-hander, 
who pitched only 91 major league 
innings since his promotion from 
Montreal in midseason, upheld the 
judgment of Alston by turning in 
a creditable performance. 


He didn't last, but when Alston 


yanked him in the seventh he had

Deposed Strongman 
May Go to Europe 


ASUNCION, Paraguay UP)—Juan 
i 


D. Peron, the toppled Argentine 
dictator, took up residence in exile 
here today behind a guard of po- 
lice and Tommy gunners. 


The weary onetime strongman 


was flown here Sunday in a 
Paraguayan amphibian plane 13 
days after he had taken refuge 
aboard a Paraguayan gunboat in 
the river Plate off Buenos Aires. 
His departure had been delayed 
while Argentine and Paraguayan 
officials straightened out the tech- 
nicalities of his asylum. 


The new Argentine government 


of Provisional President Eduardo 
Lonardi obviously hoped Peron 
would not tarry long in Paraguay, 
just across the Parana and Para- 
guay river from Argentine terri- 
tory. A communique from Lonar- 
di's regime said is was "confident" 
Paraguay would prevent 
Peron 


from "being an obstacle to friend- 
ly relations" between the two coun- 
tries. 


Might Move On 


There ha.ve been suggestions that 


he might go ultimately to Spain 
or Switzerland. 


Peron's x>ilot on the flight was 


Cmdr. Cosne Miglicri, an Argen- 
tine who went -into exile after an 
unsuccessful revolt against Peron 
in 1951. 


The former President was greet- 


ed as he emerged from the plane 
by a jeering: insult from another 
Argentine exile.

He paid no heed. Looking some- 


what-wan, he saluted to the right 
arid left and smiled at the few 
officials who greeted him at Cam- 
po Grande military airport. He 
entered a black Lincoln automo- 
bile for the nine-mile ride into the 
city. A few townspeople were 
gathered along the route to watch 
the procession, but there were no 
cheers. \ . 


He was housed in a new three- 


story residence belonging to. Ri- 
cardo Gayol, Argentine textile im- 
porter. Ths property has a small 
garden and swimming1 pool. 


Two Companions 


Peron's only companions on the 


flight to exile were Juan Chaves, 
Paraguayan ambassador to Argen- 
tina and Maj. Ignacia Cialceta, 
the fallen dictator's aide. 


In Buenos Aires, the press and 


he government were still busily 
uncovering angles of Peron's se- 
cret love life and financial affairs. 


The newspaper La Razon quoted 


Nelida Haydee Rivas, 16-year-old 
ligh school girl, who has been 
inked to the dictator's love life, 
as saying he liked to call himself 


The "Man." 
She said Peron, who will cele- 


brate his 60th birthday Oct. 8, was 
a generous lover who gave her 
some of the jewelry of his wife 
Eva, why died of cancer in 1952. 
Police said they had found jewelry 
and cash worth $46,000 in Nelida's 
apartment.
